General Chiang © Kwang-nei, 
C.in-C. of the 19th Route Army, 
arrived at Canton yesterday 
morning.

* His Cantonese Army-after ‘captur- 
ing Yung-hsin. were pushing 
southward, arriving at Tai-wo 
and Wan-an in two days.
